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-chanted with Tully’s ear-blasting pyrotechnics. 

“I never get happy any more playing loud music,” 
he told Go-Set. “I think the kids have been deceived. 
They’ve come to believe in it, this complete heavi¬ 
ness. They like the loudness because it deadens the 
mind. They get negative forgetfulness, because of 
the loudness. What they should be aiming for is 
positive forgetfulness, which only comes from 
spirituality.” 

The band returned to Melbourne for two Dallas 
Brooks Hall shows on August 13 & 14, 1970, at 
which Michael Carlos played an early Moog synthe¬ 
sizer. But word had already spread that they were on 
the verge of splitting, and Carlos was interviewed by 
the Age in early September about the rumours. 

Carlos revealed the band actually had broken up 
on their regional tour, feeling they were going 
through the motions. “The tour we just finished 
proved to us just how much each of us needed 
something outside Tully. After every show people 
would tell us we were great, but in ourselves we 
knew it wasn’t any good. We were bored, tied down." 

They had only played their Melbourne shows to 
fulfil their commitments, but were inspired by the 
response to try again. “The reception was the best 
we’ve ever had. There were people shouting and 
screaming and going on...If Tully still did that sort of 
thing to people, it was worth carrying on with.” 

The answer, apparently, was for each member to 
fulfil other musical ambitions outside the band. Ken 
and Richard decided to join Extradition, and are 
heard on their lone, magnificent 1971 album Hush 
(reissued numerous times over the last decade by 
labels around the world). Robert Taylor planned to 
form a 15-20 person percussion ensemble, while 
Carlos himself envisaged a symphonic concert 
presentation of the Beatles’ Magic Mystery Tour 
(foreshadowing his later work with Jesus Christ 
Superstar). 

Neither Taylor nor Carlos' projects eventuated, 
unfortunately, and extracurricular pursuits were not 
enough to save the original Tully lineup. They played 
a return Sydney show with Extradition on September 
5 at the Town Hall, then reprised their Love 200 
performance for the ABC Youth Concerts on 
September 9-11, again at the Town Hall, but by 
December 1970 Robert Taylor had officially 
departed. 

At Lockwood's urging the band decided not to 
replace him, but instead welcomed Extradition's 
Colin Campbell and Shayna Stewart into the fold. 
Suddenly Tully were transformed from incendiary 
psych-rockers into a serene, sombre and incredibly 
beautiful psych-folk band. 

Terry Wilson remained until it came time to record 
second album Sea Of Joy, the 1971 soundtrack to 
surf filmmaker Paul Witzig’s film of the same name 
(reissued by Chapter Music In 2012). Wilson was 
expected to sing on recording sessions, but failed to 
turn up to the studio, and never appeared with the 
band again.

Tully soldiered on, releasing the hushed Krishna 
Camel Lord Baba single in mid 1971, but faced with 
a new, much changed band, their audience deserted 
them in droves. Tully's second incarnation survived 
until the end of 1971, in their last few months playing 
a series of shows at the Mona Vale Memorial Hall in 
Sydney's northern beaches to just “a handful of 
surfies,” as Lockwood puts it. Even after their final 
split, the band reconvened to fulfil their EMI contract, 
recording gorgeous posthumous album Loving Is 
Hard (released in 1972, reissued by Chapter in 
2013), but then dispersed once and for all. 

Of the first Tully lineup, Carlos went on to be 
musical director for Jesus Christ Superstar, and 
produced records for Jon English and Jeannie Little 
before starting a career with pioneering synthesizer 
manufacturers Fairlight. John Blake played with the 
Original Battersea Heroes in the early 70s. Ken Firth 
played with Buster Brown, the Stevie Wright Band 
and the Divinyls, but is best known for his tenure 
with late 70s chart toppers the Ferrets. 

Robert Taylor and Terry Wilson played together 
again in classical rockers Space in 1971, but the 
.project was short-lived. Wilson sang in bands until 
the early 80s and is now based in Adelaide. Robert 
Taylor moved back to Perth after a time, continued to 
play with various bands, returning to his jazz roots 
for a while before his untimely death in the early 80s. 

Richard Lockwood spent time in Tamam Shud and 
subsequent Lindsay Bjerre project Albatross, then 
mostly retreated from public performance, although 
he continued to record and his devotion to Meher 
Baba remained undimmed. He instigated and 
oversaw Chapter's Tully reissue program, and in 
2012 compiled In the Doorway Of the Dawn, a 2CD 
compilation of his home-recorded solo work. Sadly, 
Richard Lockwood passed away in September that 
year. 

From towering heights of acclaim and rock’n'roll 
stardom, Tully fell quickly into obscurity, their 
records neglected and out of print for more than 40 
years. Those who witnessed the first incarnation in 
their heyday still speak in hushed tones of Tully’s live 
power, but younger music fans have struggled to 
find recorded evidence, with original copies of the 
debut album now trading for huge sums. This long 
overdue reissue gives us a glimpse into a period 
when Tully had the world at their fingertips, when 
anything seemed possible, and they made music 
that perfectly summed up this sense of wonder and 
infinite potential.

It's hard to overstate the impact that Tully had on 
audiences and critics in Australia at the end of the 
1960s. Within months of their first gig, the Sydney 
quintet were lavished with almost absurdly hyper¬ 
bolic praise, heralded as the saviours of Australian 
music. This kind of hype is by nature shortlived, as 
attention inevitably turns to a new next big thing, but 
what seems indisputable is that Tully were the first 
Australian band to prove to listeners they could be 
as bold, as talented and as visionary as any in the 
world. 

Tully formed in Sydney in late 1968 when, inspired 
by a jam session with boogie guitar icon Billy 
Thorpe, a large chunk of hardworking R’n'B club 
band Levi Smith’s Clefs decided to quit and form 
their own, more freeform group. Bassist John Blake 
had already left after an argument with bandleader 
Barrie McAskill, then US-bred keyboardist Michael 
Carlos, saxophonist Richard Lockwood and drum¬ 
mer Robert Taylor made the move together, report¬ 
edly with McAskill's resigned blessing. 

Reunited with Blake, in September 1968 the 
foursome recruited vocalist Terry Wilson, who had 
played with Taylor in Perth band the Swing Shift. 
Wilson and a mystery guitarist remembered only as 
Gabe made their way across the Nullarbor expressly 
to join the group, although Gabe was destined to 
disappear as quickly as he arrived. 

Rehearsing once with Wilson, Tully secured a 
residency at Sydney nightclub Caesar's Disco, but 
were sacked after three and a half weeks, because 
audiences couldn't dance to their extended versions 
of well-known hits. The band were lured to 
Melbourne (without Blake, replacing him with NZ 
double bassist Andy Brown) by one time Groop 
vocalist Peter McKeddie, who briefly took them on 
as manager. But there was no work for them there, 
and they returned to Sydney, reunited with Blake, 


and endured a period of “instant poverty, for months 
and months." 

On January 4,1969 they got their first major break, 
playing a happening organised by art collective UBU 
at Paddington Town Hall (at which they performed 
an ambitious version of Albert Ayler’s Bells). 

At first, Tully did not write their own material. “That 
was what we initially got a degree of fame for, in the 
underground in the late 60s,” says Michael Carlos 
now. "Taking something like a Beatles song and 
doing an extended version of it that would run for 25 
minutes, like someone from a jazz band would do 
with a standard." 

Bands who wrote their own songs were the excep¬ 
tion rather than the norm, and groups who managed 
to score record deals were expected to record 
international hits of the day, rather than their own 
compositions. It was a time when Mick Jagger could 
legitimately describe Australia as "the only place in 
the world where teeny bopper top 40 music hasn't 
been widened into something much bigger." 

It wasn't long, however, before Tully began to 
expand. They found a more sympathetic home at 
the Adam’s Apple in Oxford St, Darlinghurst, a new 
venue for Joan and Cec Whitty of iconic Sydney 
music haunt Whitty's Wine Bar. The Adam's Apple 
has become legendary as the home of Sydney 
psychedelic “head music" in the late 60s. 

The Whittys booked Tully as "resident band on our 
own artistic terms,” according to Richard Lockwood, 
“where we could play whatever we liked." From 
February to May 1969, the band played every 
Tuesday to Sunday at the BYO venue, for a door 
charge ranging from 75 cents on Sunday 
afternoons, to $1.50 on Thursday to Sunday nights. 

There, and at a series of UBU shows at the Sydney 
Showgrounds in the first half of the year, Tully found 
their identity. "A strange combination of Vanilla 


Fudge and John Coltrane,” is how Carlos describes 
the sound of early Tully, while Richard Lockwood 
has said “we used to just thunder and shake the 
walls". Most members came from a jazz 
background, but their time in the Clefs had taught 
them showmanship, so they arrived at a style that 
fused towering rock dynamics with extended flights 
of jazz-inspired improvisation. 

Carlos played a Hammond organ with two huge 
Lesley speakers, while Robert Taylor used two kick 
drums for extra percussive drama (one emblazoned 
with the word Tully on it, the other with the word 
Love). Lockwood experimented restlessly on 
clarinet, flute and saxophone, eventually developing 
an amplified clarinet set-up, deepening and distort¬ 
ing his tone through an octave pedal and a massive 
Lenard amplifer. He can justifiably claim to be one of 
Australia’s free-est players of the era. 

“I was trying to keep up with the guitarists," 
Lockwood recalls. “No-one else did anything like it. 
There were jazz musicians, but they hadn’t quite 
grasped the idea of freedom yet. I had just gone 
completely off, but it somehow worked." 

Tully put on an overwhelmingly impressive show, 
and the media responded swiftly. Australia's swing¬ 
ing pop bible Go-Set covered them in both February 
and March 1969, with journalist David Elfick at first 
undecided, wondering “How good are Tully? Are 
their long, involved improvisations creative or merely 
time-wasting?". By the next issue, however, he had 
made up his mind, declaring himself “a devoted 
convert." 

As some carefully-kept band scrapbooks (which 
have miraculously survived 45 years in garages, 
basements and dusty cupboards) attest, the Go-Set 
notices were just the beginning of a media 
avalanche. By mid March, Sydney Morning Herald 
music journalist Michael Symons was calling Tully 


“(not) just Sydney’s biggest rock happening, but the 
biggest event in my creative field.” 

Several of these press notices from early 1969 
mention a disc of demo recordings, a record deal 
with EMI, and a soon-to-be-released single version 
of the Beatles’ Yesterday. The demo has never 
resurfaced and the single never came to pass (Tully 
did not actually release a single until two years later, 
1971’s standalone Krishna Camel Lord Baba), but 
the Yesterday recording did take place, and Tully’s 
majestic 6 minute take on the Beatles chestnut is 
included here for the first time as a bonus track. 

The band's memory of record label wheelings and 
dealings is understandably fuzzy after 45 years, but 
it is evident that an EMI A&R rep must have signed 
the band up within a few weeks of their first UBU 
show. It would prove a canny decision. By the end of 
1969, Melbourne music sage Adrian Rawlins was 
predicting that Tully could outstrip the Beatles or 
Frank Zappa, with typical extravagance calling them 
"the greatest musicians in the western world." 

Some of the Tully mythos was self-perpetuated, of 
course. The band's name was coined by drummer 
Robert Taylor, as a condensed version of his 
psychedelic manifesto "Life Is the Blood Of Tully." 
Portions of this manifesto were reprinted in Go-Set 
in 1969, including this proclamation: 

"Tully is a fact of life known only to enlightened 
people. It is not only an awareness of life, but the 
feeling of blood movement within your body. After 
death there will be a tranquility never experienced in 
life. This feeling will then be re-born into a new body, 
leaving the mind unaware of loss of life." 

All this hype and myth-making caught the attention 
of Harry M. Miller, who came to see the band at the 
Adam's Apple. Legendary - and fairly notorious - in 
Australia as an agent, manager and promoter since 
his arrival from New Zealand in the early 60s, Miller 
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(Kofi Morny, Brodie Williams)

THIS record makes no claim to be Art (capital A), 
Music (capital M), or even Therapy (capital T). We 
are simply listening-in to a group of friends, 'who 
had no thought at the time of performing for an 
audience. They were just enjoying it, but so much 
so that it seemed a pity not to give others the 
chance to share in the glee. If any explanation is 
needed, we might quote from Alan Watts' latest book 
"The Joyous Cosmology" (Pantheon)t 

"No one is more dangerously insane than one who is 
sane all the time; he is like a steel bridge with¬ 
out flexibility, and the order of his life is rigid 
and brittle. The manners and mores of Western civ¬ 
ilization force this perpetual sanity upon us to an 
extreme degree, for there is no accepted corner in 
our lives for the art of pure nonsense. Our play 
is never real play because it is almost invariably 
rationalized: we do it on the pretext that it is 
good for us,enabling us to go back to work refresh¬ 
ed. There is no protected situation in which we can 
really let ourselves go. Day in and day out, we 
must tick obediently like clocks, and "strange" 
thoughts frighten us so much that we must rush to 
the nearest head doctor. . • . 

"If our sanity is to be strong and flexible, there 
must be periods for the expression of completely 
spontaneous movement—for dancing, singing,howling, 
babbling, jumping, groaning, wailing—in short for 
following any motion to which the organism as a 
whole seems to be inclined. ... This is why free 
association is such a valuable technique in psycho¬ 
therapy; its limitation is that it is purely verb¬ 
al. The function of intervals for nonsense is not 
merely as an outlet for pent-up emotion or unused 
psychic energy,but to set in motion a mode of spon¬ 
taneous action, which, though first appearing as 
nonsense,can eventually express itself in intellig¬ 
ible forms." 

Off the record, but on this record, Alan Watts ad¬ 
mits that even these remarks are still too muoh in 
the way of rationalization, and that IT can never 
happen so long as it is ground into a routine or 
respectably justified in the name of mental health, 
social integration, release from tension, or what 
have you. It can be done only for IT's own sake; 
anything useful or healing that comes as a result 
is always a by-product, unsought and unintended- 


Over three hundred years ago the great German seer 
and mystic, Jacob Boehme, lamented that "no people 
understands any more the sensual language, and the 
birds in the air and the beasts in the forest do 
understand it according to their species. Therefore 
man may reflect what he has been robbed of and what 
he is to recover in the second birth. For in the 
sensual language all spirits speak with each other; 
they need no other language, for it is the language 
of nature."
